Zebedee owned a fishing busi­ 
ness with hired employees, Scrip­ 
ture notes, a fleet of vessels and 
doubtlessly a packing plant where 
the fish were salted down in casks 
for sale to freight caravans on the 
Damascus trade route. 
It was a substantial industry, 
compared to the humble lot of 
the kinfolk in Nazareth, about 30 
miles to the southwest, 
Salome valued prestige, the lev­ 
erage of class and possessions. It 
was the coin of world pow’er, and 
she was a practical woman. But 
she also was socially concerned, a 
staunch Israelite, with strong feel­ 
ings of nation and a compassion 
for its people.

Recent estim ates have ranged 
from a low' of 223.000 North Viet­ 
nam ese and Viet Cong u p to 
400,000-plu s.

Abou t a m onth ago, after bet 
te r than a year of refining m eth­ 
ods and stu dies, the U.S. intelli­ 
gence com m u nity cam e u p with 
w hat it regards as the m ost rea 
sonable 
estim ate 
of 
enem y 
strength. 


The U.S. Com m and in Saigon 
annou nced Nov. 24 that it now 
calcu lates the Com m u nist ‘‘or 
der of b attle” to range between 
223.000 and 248 ,000 Viet Cong 
and North V ietnam ese. 


This w as abou t 50,000 fewer 
than the figu re u sed before.

A m ericans and allied soldiers in 
Sou th Vietnam . 
The official Saigon estim ate, 
which now is qu oted at the P en­ 
tagon as well, om its the self-de­ 
fense elem ent of the Viet Cong, 
basically local Com m u nists who 
are for the most part u narm ed, 
U.S. officers say, and serves as 
a k ind of m anpow er pool or 
Red forces. 
The u nofficial ertim ates pu b­ 
lished in some qu arters inclu de 
both the political cadre and the 
am orphou s ‘‘secret self-defense 
forces.” 


While 
claim ing 
U.S. 
intelli­ 
gence has im proved m ark edly, 
au thorities concede there is still 
a considerable variation in the 
firm ness of the data on which 
their ju dgm ents are m ade. 


They claim U.S. intelligence 
is good when it com es to esti­ 
m ating the strength of North 
Vietnamese and Viet Cong regu 
lar u nits. The Nov. 24 official es­ 
tim ate placed this force, inclu d­ 
ing Viet Cong local u nits, a t 
118 .000 m en. Since then, sou rces 
said, the estim ate has declined 
to abou t 115,000. 


T heir estim ate 
of 
70,000 to 
9 0.000 Viet Cong gu errillas is not 
as firm as in the case of the cal 
cu lations of the enem y regu lars 
This appears to be the trenc 
as the analysts go down throu gh 
the less identifiable levels of the 
enem y.
